[Ts the Tangerine Bow] for Presbyterian College’s high-scoring football team. And Blue Hose fans already 
are building their holiday plans around a New Year’s Day trip to Orlando, Fla. 


Presbyterian became the first bowl squad selected for 1959 when College officials accepted the invita- 
tion on October 26. The Hosemen will play undefeated Middle Tennessee State in the 14th annual Tangerine 
Bowl clash, scheduled for the night of January 1. Kickoff time is 8:30 p.m. for this post-season classic which 
ranks as the most outstanding of the small-college bowl games. 


Tickets may be obtained through the PC athletic department at two prices, $3 and $5 each. Reservations 
for more than 500 had been received here by mid-November. 


The Blue Hose will take possibly their finest team in history to the bowl engagement. Produced in the 
third year of Coach Frank Jones’ tenure at Presbyterian, this squad boasts a 1959 record of nine wins and one 
loss. It equals the previous best mark of the late Walter Johnson’s brilliant 1930 eleven. The victories have 
come over East Carolina (18-13), Furman (24-23), Davidson (25-21), Wofford (27-19), Elon (27-6), Tampa 
(27-0), Catawba (34-14), Appalachian (34-0) and Newberry (20-6). The single 0-8 loss to the Citadel oc- 
curred in a mud-bogged, rain-driven affair in which one of the game’s 17 fumbles handed the bulldogs the 
ball in the PC end zone for their lone touchdown. 


By Rail to Orlando 


Hundreds of PC supporters, who have followed the Hosemen enthusiastically during the regular season, 
expect to make the Orlando trip. Railway accommodations can be arranged, but 305 adult fares (at $20.89 
each roundtrip, coach, from Clinton) must be guaranteed to run a special train there. A special train could 
leave and return at any designated time. It could be boarded in Columbia, Denmark, S. C., or Savannah. 


Otherwise, regularly scheduled Seaboard facilities are available for special party rates for a group of 
25 or more. Using Columbia, S. C., as the assembly point (where adequate parking space is available for 
leaving automobiles), passengers would board special cars at 3:10 a.m. on January 1 and arrive in Orlando 
at 1:30 p.m. The party rate fare roundtrip, coach, from Columbia would be $18.92 per person. Coaches 
would remain on the tracks in Orlando and return on January 2, leaving either at 1:20 a.m. or at 1:55 p.m. 


More detailed information on these rail arrangements to the bowl game will be made available later. 


Presbyterian’s colorful wing-T attack, sparked by Little All-America candidates Bobby Pate of Fitz- 
gerald, Ga., and Bob Waters of Sylvania, Ga., amassed 236 points in the ten games. That’s an average of 23.6 
points-per-game, compared to 13 per-game for the opposition. Halfback Pate leads the Blue Hose rushing 
with 670 total yards in 126 carries for an average 5.4 yards-per-try. He has scored 78 points. The passing of 
quarterback Waters gives balance to the PC offense. He has completed 44 of 92 attempted aerials for 720 
yards, six touchdowns and an accuracy mark of 48 percent. 


Homegrown boys are responsible for this quick-striking PC team now enroute to the Tangerine Bowl. 
More than 75 percent of the players come from the two Synods of Georgia and South Carolina which own the 
College: 20 squad-members from Georgia and 14 from South Carolina. North Carolina has provided four; 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Florida two each; and Misissippi, one. 


It’s an ambitious group, with one-fourth of the players studying to enter the fields of medicine, the min- 
istry, engineering and law. Another one-fourth plan to teach. 


Coach Jones and his assistant coaches Clyde Ehrhardt, Vic Spooner and Merlyn Veren expect to open 
their pre-bowl practice sessions in Orlando on December 28. Headquarters for the team while down in Flo- 
rida will be at the San Juan Hotel. The Tangerine Bowl is sponsored annually by the Orlando Elks Lodge for 
the benefit of charity.

Campbell show that Presbyterian College is granting 
scholarships to 216 students enrolled for the 1959-60 
session. Included in this program are: 22 Founder’s 
scholars, each receiving from $200 to $500 annually 
on awards made competitively; 31 ministerial candi- 
dates with yearly grants of $250 each: and 18 sons 
of ministers, each receiving $250 in aid. High school 
valedictorians also qualify for $250 grants, and there 
are numerous other scholarships given in recognition 
of leadership and merit in various fields. 

Alumni and friends are urged to help undergird 
this type of direct investment in the future of our 
youth. Large sums may endow special funds, but 
smaller amounts also are needed through the Living 
Endowment to help meet the current scholarship 
appeal.

Act Now For Scholarships 


IGH SCHOOL SENIORS of superior aca- 
demic achievement are reminded of the 
opportunities available for scholarships at 
Presbyterian College for the 1960-61 session 
beginning next September. 


Numbers of applications already have 
been received for one of the ten Founder’s 
Scholarships, to be awarded competitively 
on the basis of intellect, leadership and 
character. The deadline for applying for this 
program—which offers each recipient from 
$200 to $500 annually or a maximum of 
$2,000—is December 10, 1959. 


Among the other grants available at PC 
are: Valedictory Scholarships, awarding 
$1,000 for the four years to first-honor grad- 
uates of accredited high schools; Ministerial 
Scholarships, which also provide $1,000 in 
aid to ministerial candidates of the Protes- 
tant faith; and various grants-in-aid and loan 
funds. 


High school seniors may obtain further 
information about the scholarship program 
here from their principals, Presbyterian 
ministers or from the director of admissions 
at Presbyterian College.
